Snowshoe and Ski Clubs Ad- 
vised to Affiliate 



DARTMOUTH TRIP 

Inter-Fraternity Competition 
Considered 

The Snowshoe Club again presented 
their request for- recognition by the Ath- 
letic Association, at a meeting of the A. 
A.. Executive held in the Union yester- 
day afternoon. 

The splendid showing made by the 
snowshoe team at Dartmouth, during 
last year's meet in Hanover, at the Mc- 
Gill winter carnival, and the Canadian 
Snowshoe championships, held in Mont- 
real, was fully considered during 
a lengthy discussion on the subject. It 
was felt, however, that the number par- 
ticipating in this sport was insufficient 
to justify the recognition of a separate 
club, to govern snowshocing activities at 
McGill. A recommendation was made, by 
the Athletic Association, to the <ki-ing 
and snowshoe clubs, that they hold a 
joint meeting to" discuss an amalgama- 
tion of the two clubs! Such a union 
would be along the lines already adopt- 
ed by the B. W. and F., involving an 
executive consisting o'f president, vice- 
president and secretary, with a represen- 
tative from each of the clubs concern- 
ed. 

The president was authorized to re- 
commend that three men be sent to Dart- 
mouth by the snowshoe club, to com 
pete in the four events on the pro- 
gramme. 

The Ski club was granted permission 
to send eight men, and a managcr.^to 
represent .McGill in 'the ski-ing events in 
the same meet, held by the Dartmouth 
College Ski Club at Hanover. ■ 

The Athletic Association. also auth- 
orized President. Hamilton to request 
front the Students'* Council a grant of 
S45Q. to cover thj Ski Club's expenses, 
including the trips to Dartmouth and the 
expenses to be incurred in staging the 
winter carnival at McGill.

HISTORICAL CLUB 
HEARS GOOD PAPER 

The Question of Color in the 
Pacific 



A very interesting paper was read be 
fore The Historical Club last night at 
Strathcona Hall. 

The paper on "The question of Colour 
in The Pacific." was read by Avison. He 
showed a very clear understanding of 
the subject and had evidently donc a lot 
of reading for it. He dealt with both 
sides of the question and set forth the 
political, economic and social sides of the 
problem. 

Statistics show that the white man is 
hopelessly outnumbered in the Pacific 
and yet dominates more than two thirds 
of the available land. Australia for in- 
stance, with an area 50,000 sq. miles 
■ larger than the United States, has a pop 
ulation, of three and a halt millions, or 
less than that of the city of New York. 
Canada, is, in a slightly better position 
And these nations have built up legisla- 
tive barriers which practically exclude 
orientals from their countries. Where 
then are the teeming millions of surplus 
population of Japan and China to go. 
The question is not solved by prevarica- 
tion. 

.After the reading of the paper the 
meeting was thrown open to discussion, 
which was very instructive and enlight- 
ening. , 

Professor Fryer and some ten stu- 
dents were present. This certainly is a 
disappointingly small number, especially 
when a paper of such vital interest was 
to be heard.

It is not necessary to proceed to a discussion of the truth of the 
Statement that the average young men and women of today arc 
more frivolous than their grandparents were at the same agfe. Per- 



haps the allegation is in the main, at least, well-founded, although 
it seems that older generations throughout history have always 
shaken their heads in d'ismay al the levity of the youth of the 
country.

ON RABELAIS

Prof. Chamand of the 
French Sorbonne 



IN CONVOCATION HALL 



Introduced by Dr. Walter of 
Modern Language Dept. 

, The fact that Rabelais who lived m 
the sixteenth century, had very advanc 
ed ideas which have nearly all been 
adopted by us, was the keynote of an ex 
ccllent address delivered last night by 
Prof. Chamard of the Sarbonnc, before 
an interested audience in the Convoca- 
tion Hall of the K. V. C. 

The speaker was introduced by Dr 
Herman Walter, head of the department 
of Modern languages. Dr. Walter said 
that Sir Arthur Currio was very sorry 
to be unable to be present to introduce 
die speaker. Before calling oii Prof. 
Chamard, the professor said that he was 
glad to be able to announce that the 
summer courses in French were to be re- 
sumed ait MeGill this year. Prof. Cha- 
mard was called on to speak to the aud- 
ience /about tire great French humorist 
Rabelais. The general idea that wc have 
of Rabelais, who lived and wrote in the 
first hafcf of the 16th century, is that 
he was a "bon viveur" and a gay com- 
panion. But wc arc wrong to judge him 
' altogether by his work and his charac- 
ters, Although he resembles his heroes 
in many ways he had his serious mo- 
ments, times of deep and resourceful 
thought and this is what makes him one 
of the greatest and wisest men of the 
, Renaissance in France in the early 16th 
century'. 

What is there modern, what is .'.here 
that applies to us to-day, in the writings 
of Rabelais? We cannot separate him 
completely from the other Humanists of 
his time. 

These Humanists all wrote in Latin 
Tint although Rabelais wrote much in 
Latin, it is chieflv his writing in French, 
that has lived and conic down to us. He 
(Criticized strongly much of the social fa 
brie of hi^ time— the law, the Church 
and the Sarbonnc of his •time. Rabelais 
lived for seventeen years in a monaster*' 
and he scores the ignorance and bigotrv 
of the monks. He retrards them as use- 
less beings and wonders why they flee 
from the world. However in his Frere 
.Jean, although Nabelais points out main 
bad elements in his character, he real 
make's him a fine type of man. He at- 
tacked the judges and the iusticc of hi« 
time. In both civil and criminal courts 
the supposed justice was unsatisfactory 
cruel and partial. 

Rabelais was very bitter against the 
war-working imperialists of His time. It 
clear that he had great visions, far 
his time. He docs not refrain 



from scorn and satire and paints vividly 
the rcaity tit affairs which he detests 

Rabclais's ideals may be divided into 
three classes, pedagogical, political and 
social. In his pedagogical ideals he ap 
plies the principles of the Renaissance 
where there was formerly a harsh dis 
ciplinc. His originality of ideas is shown 
in his emphasis of the importance of 
physcal as well as mental development. 
He was of the opinion that man's duty 
to his body is as great as that to his 
mind, he was strong for games and all 
forms of physical exercice. Rabelais here 
shows up the sentiments of the doctor. 
His great desire was to give education 
a closer approach to and basis in real 
ity. His chief anxiety was for a broad 
and universal scheme of knowledge, pos- 
sible at that time but utterly impossible 
now owing to the enormous expansion 
of knowledge. In his political views lie 
was strongly opposed to offensive war, 
common in his time, but he strongly jus 
tificd defensive war. He had an ideal 
state as an ever-present picture in his 
mind, something far in advance of his 
time. 

He scored the existing social system 
In his criticism he did not leave out the 
church. He deplored the fact that the 
poor man had not a chance for the good 
things of life, he was even barred from 
the church. There was a lack of high 
morality or obedience in the church. Ra- 
bclais's ideal was for free life as opposed 
to monastic life. Rabelais was less a 
Christian than a philosopher, he was a 
.great upholder of the importance of rea- 
son. But underlying all his philosophy is 
one supreme quality, his optimism. 

After the speaker had concluded his 
address, Prof. M. Rourrc moved a vote 
of thanks in his usual able manner,

ters' Conference in supporting him in 
the rejection of the scheme 'by 36 
votes to 10. It is satisfactory to 
know that there are some persons of 
consequence in this country who are 
making a stand against the gradual 
tendency of sport in this country, and 
in America also, to be practiced not 
for the sake of thc sport itself, but 
for the sake of public renown and ad 
vertiscment. Thc development of 
sport on these lines can be clcarriy 
traced in the histories both of ancient 
Greece and Rome, and 'the parallel 
produced ad absurdum ends in the 
gladitorial show. ... It cannot be 
denied that the way to produce the 
best athlete and the best player is 
to encourage the professional if only 
to create and maintain a standard by 
which all who go in for sport may 
measure their own performance. But 
to attempt to put all sport on a pro- 
fessional footing and make thc lure 
the prize won and public applause, and 
not the sport itself, would be a na- 
tional disaster. There has been too 
much of it already. 

The senseless rhapsodies into 
which thc sensation-mongcring Press 
are impelled - by thc annual approach 
of thc Inter-Uni\;ersity Boat Race, 
form already a danger sign to which 
it would be well to pay heed. Let 
these be relegated to our professional 
sportsmen and those amateurs who 
have devoted themselves to the main 
tenance and improvement of the na 
tioual standard. Thc Universities and 
Public Schools can do well without 
these storms of public advertisement. 

No; the tradition of Public 
School sport is that it is a recreation 
and not a profession, and as long 
as this tradition remains the better 
will it be both for the Public Schools 
and for sport

ANOTHER VICTORY 
FOR IIV.C. TEAM 

Girls Traveled to St. Anne's 
and Won Fast Game 



(The following article was written by 
President Frank Aydelottc, of Swarth- 
more College.) 

In the United States, professional edu- 
cation in law, medicine, theology, engin- 
eering, and in the many other new pro 
fessions is far superior to the .training 
given in our colleges of liberal arts. Wc 
have been able from the nature of the 
case to realize the professional school 
problem as a un>fed whole, while the 
tendency of our liberal education during 
the last few decades has been away from 
unity toward confusion. 

Our colleges and universities have, in 
my opinion, rightly departed from ithe 
old single curriculum, but they nave -de- 
parted so far that the college of liberal 
arts in this country to-day; instead of 
being a unit, is a conglomerate of depart- 
ments which arc often too little consci- 
ous of their relationship and dependence 
one on, the other. Wc act on the thciKiy 
though perhaps we. would not avow it 
that all subjects in all departments aie 
or ought rto be free and equal. Wc are 
in danger of sacrificing the education of 
our. American youth to the jealousies and 
courtesies of the departmental system, 
to the grotesque fiction of the equality 
of all courses before the registrar. In 
our professional schools the teachers of 
one subject have commonly a fair pro- 
ficiency in several or all the hrancles 
which go to make, up the. professional 
course. They may teach now in this de- 
partment, and now in that. In teach- 
ing one subject, they constantly build on 
ihc foundation laid by . another. In the 
college of liberal arts, on the other 
hand, departmental lines arc much more 
rarely crossed. Courses depend less ircq- 
ently on the work of preceding years, 
and modesty of pride too of.ten leads the 
teacher of one subject to affect ignor- 
ance of every other. As institutions wc 
refuse to commit ourselves to any def- 
inite answer to the question of what con- 
stitutes a liberal education, except for 
our clumsy departmental requirements, 
demanding a certain distribution and a 
certain concentration, but not too much 
of cither. Wc measure the achievements 
of our students in minute units which 
bear .theoretically a quantitative relation 
to their education as a whole," which 
theoretical relation is proved utterly 
false by the experience of every student 
and every teacher who has ever thought 
about liberal knowledge in any attitude 
except that of the whining school boy 
whose morning face shines with some 
other light than that imparted by intel- 
lectual enthusiasm. 

We can never again return to one 
course or two for all of our students of 
liberal arts, but wc must simplify and 
unify the courses for the A. B. degree, 
allowing a certain number of major 
choices as to subjects, and once the ma- 
jor choice is made, insisting rigidly on 
the implications of that choice. Wc 
should test the students* proficiency in 
his work as a whole by comprehensive 
examinations which will demand an un- 
derstanding of the relations between dif- 
ferent subjects, which will make- each 
year depend upon those that have gone 
before, which will eliminate the pos- 
sibility of success by cramming, and 
which will enable us to substitute a qua- 
litative for a quantitative standard of 
our degrees. . . 

This should involve, it seems '.to me',' a 
more limited program of studies and a 
more thorough standard of attainment tri 
each. The time needed for such fhoi- 
oughhess may perhaps be mined , by a 
different method of. securing for the stu 
dent his fund of. general information. 
Our common' ideal , of knowing some- 
thing about everything and everything 
about something, .while impossible of at- 
tainment, is one which. is worth our best 
efforts even to approach; but translated 
into .terms of college courses . it becomes 
impossible to approach except for the 
perpetual undergraduate^ Closely con 
nccted with the lack of thoroughness in 
our undergraduate courses is the total 
lack of an efficient method of impart- 
ing that superficial knowledge of- miscel- 
laneous subjects which constitutes so 
important a part of the education af 
every man. If a student of Physics 
wishes from mere intellectual curiosity 
to know something about Psychology of 
French literature, he ordinarily takes 
courses in those subjects. In most cases 
the only courses .available arc design- 
ed for students who will cventualfy 
specialize in those departments— wholly 
unsuited in their emphasis on founda- 
tion details for the needs of our brows- 
er. His browsing .he should do, but not 
in the class room. He should instead rei'î 
a book about Psychology or as mnr- 
works of French literature .as his inter- 
est .will justify, and he should: devote 
his academic hours to work, which i? 
for his purposes more important. He 
would thus economize his time; he 
would not spoil his hnhit of d.->ing up to 
the best of his ability whatever he* under- 
takes to do; and he would besides cul- 
tivate the ta&'.c for thoughtful reading 
•which would enable him to continue his 
education effectively after his college 
days are over. 

The training of the men without 
whose leadership democracy and indus- 
try cannot survive, demands, in the se- 
cond place, better training of our best 
minds, demands tly cultivation of more 
intellectual initiative and "independence

A good many people complain about 
the results of college education and 
the time lost in what is known as col- 
lege "life" as distinguished from col- 
lege work. A good many colleges 
would try reforms, moreover, were it 
not for the weight df "traditions" and 
the opposition of more or less obscur- 
antist alumni. 

Suppose some one should say to 
you — "Here are a couple of millions of 
dollars. ' ' Go ahead and start a col 
lege. There are no alumni to hold 
you back, and as for traditions, you 
can begin at the ground and make 
your own!" 

Roughly, this was what happened 
to Dr. William Trufant Foster, about 
ten years ago, when he was asked to 
start a college at Portland, Oregon, 
says an article in Leslie's Magazine, 
Reed College is the result— an attractive 
little institution looking down on Port 
land and ,thc Williamettc River from 
one of the outlying hills. 

Reed doesn't need to worry about 
making itself so fascinating that the 
"prep" school football stars will go 
nowhere else. It has no intercollegiate 
athletics; but compulsory intramural ex 
crvise and sports for all students able to 
take part. It has neither fraternities nor 
sororitcs. And it has stoutly refused to 
grow any faster than its equipment and 
teaching staff would justtfy. 

But Reed has flourished, nevertheless 
It has maintained the accent on scholar 
ship with which, it started and its stu 
dents appear to be regular boys and 
nrirls, like any others. . 



A man 
may have had cultivated in him only 
a slight love for recorded moral and 
religious percepts, only a nominal re- 
gard for literature, and positive con- 
tempt for the governmental and social 
order that now( exists; but if he has 
achieved and can sustain an intelli- 
gent, independent, individual point of 
view, he has achieved the one thing 
that should mark a man with college 
training or its equivalent.

"American colleges arc the best ex- 
pressions of democracy that wc have in 
this country. I only Wish that the true 
spirit of democracy could reign in a 
single town as it does in the average 
college. You would see there a com- 
munity that would be a model past any- 
thing we have hitherto reached in local 
politics. The spirit of toleration and 
fair play would be astounding. 

"The spirit of scientific investigation 
which rules in American colleges today 
s a substantial bulwark against the col- 
leges becoming either the hot-bed of 
Bolshevism oi* the tool of conservatives. 
The college professor realizes that he is 
not paid to ram a charge down a 
student's throat that will' go off when 
the trigger is pulled. Such a man has 
hard sledding in cotlegiatc circles. He 
is paid to acquaint the student with the 
facts in the case so that the student can 
make his own decisions and know what 
he is to meet when he gets out into the 
world." 

Dr. Sheldon has visited more than 
fifty State or tax-supported educational 
institutions and as many more no|j- 
Methodist schools drawing their income 
from other sources; More than 75 per 
cent, of the students of eighty State in- 
stitutions and of 326 private institutions 
are adherents of some recognized relig- 
ious organization, which is far in excess, 
in his Opinion, of amy other similar 
group of people. 

In his investigations he visited Presi- 
dents of more than fifty State univer- 
sities, and only two of these' failed to 
evince a friendly interest' toward repre- 
sentatives of all denominations. 

"Even in the predominantly scientific 
institutions," said Dr. Sheldon, "collctrc 
Presidents often said to me: 'The great 
experiment being carried on -in this .col- 
lege is summed up- in the question: 
"Whnt kind of men. and women will he 
produced, under these. conditions?"

Sometimes one of a group in speak 
irig of a fellow student will sum up 
his opinion in "he is my idea of a 
real college man." And ' all the rest, 
having a- vague idea Of what a college 
man should be, believe they under 
stand the characterization. As a mat- 
tor of fact, the statement- only raises 
a problem. Just what is a "real" col^ 
lege man? Is he, as some think him, 
a modérai version of the barbarian 
whose chief delight is in inventing and 
executing new and startling forms of 
deviltry? Of is he a stoop-shoulder 
ed, lean-faced, bespectacled student 
buried. alive in the dust of .his book 
shelves? Is the ."real", college wo 
man a flapper interested in nothing 
nothing except automobile rides and 
Germans and nightnighl chafing dish 
suppers? Or is she an elderly spinster 
who grimly hunts down higher learn- 
ing and advocates the latest develop^ 
ment of feminism? 

From the standpoint of strict real- 
ity, the student is none of these. A 
"real" college man, is like nearly all 
"l'hcr pcorde. whether they are in col 
lege or not. He is perversely given 
to rating low those things wc rate 
high, he is utterly illogical, he follows 
well but cannot lend, he sees nothing 
beyond the immediate good, he rebels 
at the mention of any sustained at 
tempt to think, and he lacks even the 
rudiments of individuality. ' His "real" 
sister is very much -like him.
